Tho weekly casualty list as published

Mr. Wyndham's original 
roseate estimate that the war would be 
carried through at it cost of im more 
than 3,000 lives is bound to he very much 
exceeded. 
Up to Saturday the British 


forces hnd lost ti.l^O men killed, while 
9.807 were wounded svnd H.51,"> missing ot 
prisoners, making a total of 15.453. To 
thesi4 must be added 1.200 deaths from 
uisen?e, or a grand total of lti.t>52. 


These figures, however, do not make 


evident the actual weakening of the Brit- 
Ni army due to illness, hardships and 
long marches. General Macdoniild. writ- 
ing from 1'aardeberg. states that the 
highland brigade had at the time only 24 
officers aud 1.000 men fit for duty out of 
a total of 37 officers and 3,000 men. 
Hard marching, bivouacs in the open and 
other trials ot the severe campaign hud 
reduced the brigade's strength nearly 50 
per cent. 


The ti.OOO men that remained of the 


garrison at Lndysrnith are recovering 
very slowly from tho effects of the siege. 
It may be weeks before they are able to 
participate in any military movement. 


Letters are now arriving from Lady- 


smith which stow the df-perate condi- 
tion to which the garrison had come 
when the city was relieved. Only 1,000 
men were physically fit to offer any de- 
termined resistniu-e to the Boers at the 
time Lord Dundonald arrived. 


Mnfekine'c Fan With iloer*. 


A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 


Mafeking, dated March Hi. describes the 
humorous side ot the Mege. It appears 
thnt the colonials set up bottles, inviting 
the Boers to shoot at them and then chafi 
the enemy when the shots gn wide. An 
other trick of the colonials in by persist 
(•nt concertina ulnyinp to lure the Boers, 
excited by curiosity, to raise their heiuU 
from the trenches, when they are prompt- 
ly s-niped. 


A detachment of colonial natives, com- 


manded by Mackenzie, advanced to Jack- 
al Tree fort, this position originally oc- 
cupied by the siege gun on the southwest- 
ern heights, but the Boers discovered the 
plans and evacuated it. Previously a de- 
tachment of Baralong natives had been 
dispatched ngainst a new fort threaten- 
ing our western position and succeeded 
in creeping up to within a few yards of 
the sleeping Boers outside mid in the 
rear of the fort. They fired three volley 
nnd then retreated, in accordance with 
their instructions. 


Sunilii}'. March 11, wits observed ns a 


truce. The British troops sot on the par- 
apets converging with the Boers, and 
nmtable relations were maintained until 
dark. 


The Boers recommenced the bombard- 


ment March 12. a 0 inch gun which bad 
been comparatively silent for » wi'ek tir- 
ing the shrapnel used against troops In 
the open. The projectiles were ineffect- 
ual agaiiiKt cover, but were dangerous to 
pedestrians. One Nhell burst in the court - 
thom-JO, killing several natives jiud wound- 
ing four persons. 
Several women were 


also slightly wounded. The steel plate 
ofjhe shell pa»i>cd through the hotel of- 
lit^ ;uid spent itself beneath :i table, 
whore it wa.s scrambled for by the em- 
ployees.

•'The second time was in the Harlem. 


1 had sonic reputation among my fellows 
as u diver, and one day I swain to a fence 
that ran far into the river to divide two 
irsrates and dived under it. There was just 
space enough between the fence and the 
bottom to wriggle through. I wriggled and 
my bathing hose caught in a nail. In 
twisting to free myself the string around 
iuy waist got snarled hopelessly around 
tho nail and I hung there. Xot until the 
breath began to leave me and to bubble 
out of my nose did I feel alarmed. Then I 
stretched and fought to gee my nose above 
water, but couldn't get my face more than 
about a foot from' the surface. 


"I could see the sun shining through 


the green'water and the sunbeams rippling 
on the fence where it was submerged, but 
I couldn't get to the air that was BO near. 
Finally my chest seemed to collapse and 
my remaining' breath left me with, what 
seemed the roar of a tugboat blowing off 
steam. 


"When I camo to, I was on the shore 


with people kneading ine. The nail had 
broken and I had floated into view, face 
down. I gagged a little, swallowed whis- 
ky, vomited it and was all right, sound as 
a trivet, with the exception of a deep cut 
along my back where the nail had dug in- 
to ma I hadn't felt a bU of pain from 
this, nor did 1 feel any pain on recovering 
consciousness. Frequently have I felt 
•worse after beVig doused by a big roller 
and swallowing too much of it. Sensa- 
tions? If I had any, 1 can't remember 
them. Positively all I am conscious of is 
that just before I lost my senses I thought 
with much vigor, 'D—n that nail.' 


"The third time I drowned more delib- 


erately, and perhaps having become accus- 
tomed to the operation .was more in the 
proper mood to take notes. 
"We had 


brought a sloop into Jamaica bay through 
Bockaway iulet before a whole gale and 
had anchored off a shanty on one of the 
big channels. The sloop swung so that 
all aboard weee able to step ashore from 
her stern. I, with hip rubber boots, 
climbed out to the bowsprit to adjust the 
ruiyiing gear. A bigwaverolled the craft, 
the bobsta-y on which I was standing 
broke, and down 1 went. Instantly iny 
boots filled and anchored me to the bottom 
as firmly as if I had two pails filled with 
water tied to my feet. 


"I hadu'c lost my head, aiid even before 


I touched bottom had realized that I must 
get the boots off. But the task proved 
impossible. I was hardly able to fight 
against the pressure of the -water enough 
to reach them, and when I lifted one leg 
the swift current whirled me around like 
a top. 
Quicker than it takes to toll I had 


• tried and abandoned the attempt. I stood 


up straight and looked toward the surface 
Fifteen feet above me in the bright green, 
thin water 1 could see the sharp black keel 
of the sloop, but I couldn't move. 


"Suddenly a shadowy, twisting some- 


thing came between me and the dim light 
that came from the surface. I thought it 
Was an eel, but it came again and again 
with a regularity in its movement that 
convinced me it was a rope dangling from 
somewhere and swirling 1u the current. 1 
tried to grasp it, but couldn't reach iu 
Every time It came it evaded me. I « as 
far gone then; my breath was leaving me 
sobbingly and every heart beat made'a 
dreadful crashing iu my head, with mad- 
dening pain in the ears. " The last I re- 
member is that I was crying, not because 
I was goingLto die, but pettishly because 1 
couldn't grasp the rope. Somehow 1 seized 
it just as I lost consciousness and was 
pulled up by the captain, who had seen 
me go down, but had been unable to do 
anything because lie couldn't swim. He 
had thrown the rppe over us I stink. 1 
came up just far enough to be seen; then 
I went down again, but the captain 111011 
aged to catch me with tho boathook. He 
had to get help before he ccftild lift the wa 
terloggcd boots and me, and it took an 
hour or more this time to bring life back 
As a matter of fact, all who worked over 
me did so merely in desperation, feeling 
sure that it was useless. 


"When 1 came to, the whole world, 


heaven, ocean and laud, whirled and reeled 
madly around me, tho sky in particular 
darting to and fro like a crazy thing. 1 
got inexpressibly sick—so sick that 1 want- 
ed to get back to insensibility. This stage, 
I conjecture, must have been the time 
•when those who were working over me 
saw the first flutter of life. Then dnrkuoa 
and light came in great flashes, each flu.-h 
like a blow on my eyeballs. Then I opened 
my eyes and saw the sun, and, thank heav- 
en, it was steady iu the sky and the sea 
was where it belonged. Alter that I sim- 
ply was very seasick. 
Then 1 was all

To Carry » Sack of Coffee. 


Let us trace the cost of carrying a sack 


of coffee, which weighs about one-six 
temth of a ton, from the plantation on 
which it is grown to the seaboard. As the 
best coffee grows at not less than 3,000 
feet above sea level, it must go an average 
of aboxtt 80 miles on mule back before 
reaching the river. This means f8.50, j 
per, for the mule. Supposing it to travel 
500, miles on the river, that freight will be 
|1.03 to Bnrranquilla; then 18 miles of 
railwny travel costs 33 cents; total, 810.75 
in Colombian paper, or, at the usual cs- 
changc of 150 per cent premium, the total 
cost of 598 miles travel of our sack of 
coffee is $4.30 in gold, making au average 
freight, per ton mile of $0.0ll4(i gold. 
From tho coast to Now York tho freight is 
$0.40 for the sack, or $0.003a per ton mile

The Moon and tUe Weather. 


How often one hears the prediction of n 


change in the weather "when the moon 
changes." A fallacy almost as generally 
believed as that the crossing by the earth 
of an imaginary line in its trip around the 
sun causes an equinoctial storm. 


The moon and the weather 
May change together, 
But change of the moon 
Does not change the weather. 


There is one aspect of our stitellite upon 


which a change in atmospheric conditions 
may be predicted with some chance of ful- 
fillment, and it is alluded to in the old 
Scotch ballad of Sir Peter Spens: 


Oh, ever alack 1 my maister dear, 


I fear a deadly storm. 
I saw tho new moon late yestreen 


W the auld moon in her crms. 


And if ye gang to sea, maister, 


I fsai- will suffer harm. 


Of course what is referred to here is the 


faint luminosity of that part of the moon, 
which is in a shadow, occasionally seen 
with tho thin crescent of sunlight shining 
on its edge. A moment's consideration 
will show that when the inooii is "new1' 
the earth would appear "old," or full, 
could it bo viewed from the moon, the sun- 
lit orb possessing consiiler.ible reflective 
power. If at such a time thnrc should be 
vast areas ot clouds in our atmosphm1, the 
earth shino reflected from them upon the 
side of tho moon turned from the sun and 
toward tho earth would be much more 
brilliant than if from tho surfaco of the 
planet—whether lund or ecu. How glow- 
ing with light are atmospheric clouds ,-vid 
escaping steam when the sun shines upon 
them! And thie,, by reason of the multi- 
plied reflections) from the minute globules 
of moisture. 
The presence of tbeso un- 


usual volumes of •N apor in the air, perhaps 
not fur away, is likely to make itself 
known sooner or later in the form of rain 
or fallow, depending upou conditions of 
ipiud iind temperature. And yet, notwith- 
standing the prognostic is so old and is 
grounded on such » sound physical basis, 
the true significance of "the old moon iu 
the urms of the new" is sometimes re- 
versed. In the "Book of Dity.s" Chalmers 
says that this lunar appearance ia a sign 
of fine weather.—New Yoik Times.

when seven years old, to the Orange 
Free States where he was taught from 
early manhood to shoot straight and to 
hate the British. He is desciibed as 
having been utterly feailess. Of school- 
ing ho had but little and he never saw u 
r.ev.spaiigr until he was nineteen yearn 
old. 
In spite of this, bis ambition 


prompted him to read the few books ho 
could obtain and he succeeded m ob- 
taining a fair knowledge of history and 
languages. In consequence of the ac- 
quisition of Natal by the British he and 
his family moved from that part of 
South Africa and settled in the Trans- 
vaal.

burring the thousands that were slain la 
the Wilderness and In the- fight at Spotzsyl- 
vauia Court House. 


I sat on my horse looking over the por- 


tion of the field where the fierce and dead- 
ly fighting of May 4 and 5, 1864, occurred. 
It was four or five days after the fight, 
about the 9th or 10th of May. A small 
detachment of our regiment had been, sent 
as an escort to a train of ambulances to 
gather ia the wounded who were being 
temporarily cared for iu barns and farm- 
houses near the battlefield, and 1 thus had 
an opportunity to view this historic scene. 


During the years since it has been an 


opeu question whether to be glad or sorry 
that 1 visited that battlefield. It could not 
be more vividly impressed .upon me hail I 
seen it yesterday. It has been a night- 
mare and a horrid day dream ull those 
years. Often have I prayed that visions of 
those upturned faces, blackened and dis- 
torted, .of the staring, ylazed eyeballs, of 
the stiffened, outstretched hands, seeming- 
ly still grasping for support, those rigid 
forms wrapped in blue and gray, that hud 
fought their lust battle and now Jay side 
by side iu that great charnel field, might 
be blotted forever from my recollection. 
Then, again, I have been glad thut I knew 
BO well how that battlefield appeared, and 
how barbarous, brutal and inhuman it 
made war seem; glad, that I knew how 
10,000 dead heroes looked, who had faced 
and met death amid the wild, frenzied 
scenes of one of the greatest battles in the 
history of the world. 


One of the most striking features to us 


that day and the one most thoroughly Jlxed 
in our memories was that all over that 
battlefield, or at least that part we visited, 
there lay three boys in blue to one in gray. 
It will be remembered that all through 
the Wilderness fight the rebels were pro- 
tected by a system of earthworks and has- 
tily constructed fortifications and abatises, 
while the Union troops were compelled to 
fight largely in the opeu and assail the 
Confederates in their strongholds. 
From 


these it was utterly impossible to dislodge 


• the enemy except by the masterly series of 
flank movements so successfully planned 
by General Grant. 


At this point the Union dead lay thick- 


est. I believe I could have dismounted 
and walked a. distance as groat as two or- 
dinary city blocks and never once have 
Stepped upon the- ground—walking on 
dead bodies all th«j way. 
Indeed had I 


undertaken the ghastly journey I would 
have been compelled iix, some places to 
climb over heaps of the derid. 


There was a slight growth, of under- 


brush at this point, with a few trees re- 
maining. I made a careful elimination 
and could not sec a limb or a twig or a bush 
but was marked by a bullet, and some of 
them iu several places. • The wonder 
seemed not that there were, so many dead, 
but that any lived. Officers and privates 
all made a common cause here and rank 
was forever obliterated, for among the 
dead we noticed the shining shoulder 
straps of commissioned officers mingled 
with the ordinary blue uniform of the 
common soldier. The trees were torn and 
shattered, the fearful work of shot and 
shell beuig shown 011 every side. Mus- 
kets, canteens, haversauks, knapsrvcks—in 
fact, nearly all that makes up the accouter- 
ments of the soldier—wero scattered in all 
directions. 


None of us felt like performing any act 


of ghoulish vandalism; though, as I saw a 
letter extending from the pocket of a dead 
Confederate soldier, I dismounted, and, 
some, of the boys gathering around, we 
looked it over. .It was torn and partly il- 
legible, but we made out that it was from 


• the town-of Hamlet, iu tho state of North 


Carolina. It was iu a lady's handwriting, 
luid the portion, that we were able to read 
K'asas follows: 


MY UEAK JACK—We hope thut ytni can soon 


return and help us with the tobacco crop, but 
if not we do hope and pruy to God that our 
near .luck will not be harmed by those terrible 
Yankees. 


As we looked at the letter and then at 


the upturned face of poor Jack, turning 
black from exposure to the sun, and then 
thought of that poor wife or mother or 
sister who was waiting and watching for 
the return of the dead and mangled soldier 
at our feet, and of the other 10,000 homes 
from which dear ones hud gone out who 
were now among that host of dead around 
us, we began to comprehend something of 
the brutal, barbarous naturo of war.—Cy- 
rus G. Shepard in New York Pbst.

Face Treatment. 


Here are directions for a good face bath, 


or "shampoo," tho effect on the skin be- 
ing most gratifying, it is said: Rub pure, 
fine soap on a sponge, adding several drops 
of best toilet glycerin. Previously dip 
the sponge in hot water. Rub the face 
and neck softly with the sponge until tho 
skill is covered with the soothing Inthcr. 
Then take almond meal and rub it in un- 
til face and neck are perfectly dry. Wash 
off at ouco in hot water that has had u 
teaspoonful of powdered borax dissolved 
iu it. Next bathe or spray with cold wa- 
ter until the flesh feels cold and firm, 
finally dryiug by burying the face in a soft, 
damask towel. A teaspoonful of good 
cologne should be in the cold spray.

THE EL DORADO MYTH. 


How the Term Came to Be Applied to 


SIIUTCCB of Uncommon Riche*. 


El Dorado is the-term- now heard on ev- 


ery side lu connection v.-ith the placer 
mines of Alaska and the Northwest Terri- 
tories of Canada. Its derivation is of inter- 
est. In the fifteenth century it was ru- 
mored that there existed in the northern 
part of South America a city of great 
wealth called Manoa, whose king, El 
Dorado by name, was periodically smeared 
with oil or balsam and was then powdered 
with gold dust until his whole body had a 
gilded appearance. It was said that on 
these occasions he threw gold, emeralds 
and other precious metals and gems into a 
sacred lake, in which ho afterward bathed. 


Beginning in 1533 'the Spaniards sent 


many large expeditions to search for this 
phantom city, and most of them ended 
disastrously, hundreds of lives being lo»t. 
One explorer, Orellauo, averred that he 
found El Dorado in his voyage down tho 
Amazon in 1540. This was disproved, but 
the search was continued down to the 
eighteenth century. Some of the rcstilts 
wore the conquest and settlement of New 
Granada, the making known to the world 
of the mountain region of Venezuela, the 
discovery of the noblo rivers the Orinoco 
and the Amazon and the exploration of 
tho vast forests west of the Andes. About 
the enrt of the sixteenth century an Eng- 
lish expedition either sent out by or under 
the personal leadership of Kalcigh pene- 
trated into Guiana, thereby obtaining a 
claim on that country which has resulted 
in tho acquirement of the modern British 
colony of that name. 


It has been supposed that the origin of 


this fable arose from the yearly celebration 
of a tribe of Indians near Bogota, whoso 
chief was on these occasions gilded with 
gold dust, but this ceremony was never 
witnessed by the Spaniards, and thf fctory 
may simply bo another version of the Kl 
Dorado myth. 


The name Kl Dorado was commonly 


used to describe the city or country which 
was the object of the search, but a later 
usage of the term has been its figurative 
application with regard to any region of 
more than common richness. El Dorado 
county, in California, was the scene of the 
famous gold fiuds of 1S49, and since then 
the expression has been used to describe 
many,-gold camps.—Pittsburg Commercial 
Gazette.

Farragut aud the Torpedoes. 


Because of their destructive character 


nothing is more demoralizing to an enoiuy 
than torpedoes, and the moral effect, of be 
ing equipped for this kind of warfare is 
not to bo despised, especially where the ob- 
ject of a navy is, as it should be, to keep 
peace. Fear of torpedoes was ull that pre- 
vented the French from entering the Prus- 
sian harbors during the Franco-Prussian 
war and the Japanese from going up the 
river at Vulu. There weis perhaps uo 
cooler act of courage during our late war 
than at Mobile, where Farragut, only a 
moment after the Tecumseh had struck a 
torpedo and gone down before his eyes, 
shot forward with his flagship directly 
over tho course where ho knew the torpe- 
does had been planted for tho destruction 
of his fleet, signaling, as he went, to the 
warning from tho Brooklyn of "Torpedoes 
ahead," "D—n the torpedoes!" 


Captain Mahan, in his life of Farragut, 


writing of this passage of the Hartford 
over these torpedoes, says "the cases of the 
torpedoes wero heard by many on board 
knocking against the copper of the bottom 
and many of the primers snapped audibly, 
but no torpedo exploded." Farrugut's 
prompt action restored confidence to tho 
wavering line, but had any one of the tor- 
pedoes exploded all would have becu over. 
—Benjamin Micou in North American 
Review.

British Courts. 


It is generally assumed that "kissing 


tho booL" is, or at any rate was until re- 
cently, u necessary part of tho legal cere- 
mony of oath taking. This assumption, 
however, probably is not justified. It 
would appear that the most ancient form 
of swearing ia the Christian church w«js 
to lay the hand upon the gospel and say, 
"So help me God and these holy gospels.'' 
This sterns to have been the usual cere- 
mony accompanying a judicial oath until 
at all events the end of the sixteenth mi- 
nify, for Lord Coke says: ''It is called a 
corporal oath because (the witness) roiifh- 
eth with hfs hand some part of the Holy 
Scriptures." 
Coke says not one word 


about kissing the book. 


^When the practice of kissing the book 


began, is, says The Law Journal, unde- 
termined. It has been stated that this 
form was first prescribed as part of the

to come around so that I could walk, and fnd supremacy. It is interesting and may 
be significant to note that Shakespeare 
only once alludes to the practice of kissing 
the book, and on that occasion turns it 
into ridicule. 
\Yhatever the origin of the 


practice, there can be no doubt that kiss- 
ing tho book was tho ceremony that usual- 
ly accompanied the taking of an oath in 
an English court of justice iu the seven- 
teenth century. 


But in 1657 there occurred a case which 


is of some importance. It appears thut on 
a jury trial Dr. Owen, vice chancellor of 
Oxford university, being called, as a wit- 
noes, refused to be sworn J7i tho .usual 
way, 
by laying his right band on the book 


and afterward kissing it, but he caused 
the book to be held open before him and 
he raised his right liand. Tho jury doubt- 
ing what credit they ought to give to his 
oath the matter was referred to the chief 


for tho latter part of the time she was 
hanging over me, crying softly and wring- 
ing her hands.

Two men rushed ont of the ship 


house and jumped into a boai which 
had been tied up alongside the anchor 
hoy. Just as the three were pulling 
away from the dock in their boat the 
armed guard arrived and commanded 
them to stop and upon their refusing 
the officer of the gnard gave the order 
to iire. The fire was returned by the 
men in tho boat shot for shot and for a 
few minutes things looked like a fight 
to ihe death. 


Twelve shots were exchanged but the 


robbers succeeded iu getting away with- 
out niueh boot}', None of the marines 
wore hit hut it is thought that one of 
the men in the boat was shot. 


Tho rubbers had planned to revnovo 


about a ton of composition whioh they 
had moved to one of the side doors of 
the ship honse. Some of the pieces 
weighed thiee imuilieU pounds aud had 
been placed handy for quick removal. 
Tho doors of the shiphouge had been 
left unfastened and when the gang 
landed they evidently knew just where 
to go and how to get inside the build 
ing. From all appearances it «as the 
work of thieves who had things all ar- 
ranged for a quick job.
